BRITISH  LAW  TERMS. 

By  the  Act  i  William  IV.,  cap.  70,  it  is  provided  that,  in  a.d.  1831  and 
afterward,  — • 

Hilary  Term  shall  begin  on  the  nth,  and  end  on  the  31st  of  January. 

Easter  Term  shall  begin  on  the  15th  April,  and  end  on  the  8th  May. 

Trinity  Term  shall  begin  on  the  22d  May,  and  end  on  the  T2th  June. 

Michaelmas  Term  shall  begin  on  the  2d,  and  end  on  the  25th  November. 

By  the  Act  i  &  2  William  IV.,  cap.  3,  it  was  further  provided,  ‘‘  That 
in  case  the  Day  of  the  Month  on  which  any  Term  according  to  the  Act 
aforesaid  is  to  end  shall  fall  to  be  on  a  Stinday^  then  the  Monday  next 
after  such  Day  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  last  Day  of  the  Term ; 
and  that  in  case  any  of  the  Days  between  the  Thursday  before  and  the 
Wednesday  next  after  Easter  shall  fall  within  Easter  Term,  then  such 
Days  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  part  of  such  Term,  although  there 
shall  be  no  Sittings  in  Bank  on  any  of  such  intervening  Days.” 

The  Long  Vacation  extends  from  the  loth  August  to  24th  October. 

The  first  Law  Term  is  called,  from  St.  Hilary,  “  Hilary  Term,”  because 
it  used  to  commence  on  his  festival  (January  13).  The  Law  Terms  were 
originally  regulated  by  the  Canonical  Constitution  of  the  Church,  which,  by 
exempting  certain  seasons,  namely,  Christmas,  Easter,  Pentecost,  and  the 
harvest  season,  from  forensic  litigation,  divided  the  year  into  four  periods, 
or  terms,  called  from  the  festivals  immediately  preceding  their  commence¬ 
ment,  Hilary,  Easter,  Trinity,  and  Michaelmas  terms. 

In  Scotland,  the  Law  Terms  are  differently  arranged.  The  Court  of 
Session  sits  from  12th  November  to  20th  March,  and  from  12th  May  to 
20th  July.  But  there,  as  in  England  and  Ireland,  the  judges  are  employed 
in  other  business  during  the  intervals.

1  The  Digests  of  Pandects  are  divided  into  50  Books ;  each  Book  is  divided 
into  Titles,  and  each  Title  into  Laws ;  and  the  Laws  generally  into  Parts  or 
Paragraphs.  The  first  paragraph  is  not  numbered,  and  is  usually  quoted  by  the 
abbreviation  in  pr.  {in  principio).  The  last  paragraph  is  sometimes  quoted  by 
the  word  in  fine-^  or  §  7ilt.  {paragraphns  ^dtimus).  The  Digest  is  variously 
quoted  by  the  letters  D  or  P,  or  II,  or  ff.  ff  is  supposed  to  be  a  corruption  of 
the  D  with  a  stroke  through  the  middle,  or  perhaps  of  the  Greek  n. 

The  ancient  mode  of  quotation  was  by  mentioning  the  initial  words  of  the 
Law  and  of  the  paragraph,  with  the  initial  words  of  the  title.  This  made  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  General  Index  necessary,  e.g.,  L  Frofectitia,  §  si  Pater  ^  D  de  j  tire 
dotium^  or  in  reversed  order,  D  de  jure  dotimn  L  Prqfectitia  §  si  Pater,  After¬ 
ward  the  quotation  was  L  Profectitia  5,  §  si  Pater  b  D  de  jure  doiium  ;  and 
latterly  L  5,  %  D  de  jure  dotium ;  or,  more  cotrectly,  using  the  letters  fr 
instead  of  L.,  since  the  passages  were  not  laws,  but  fragments  or  excerpts  from 
the  writings  of  the  Jurisprudents,  fr.  ^  b  D  de  jure  dotitan.  The  modern 
mode  avoids  all  reference  to  the  words.  It  is  thus :  fr.  5,  §  6,  D  23,  3 ;  or,  in 
reversed  order,  D  23,  tit.  3,  fr.  5,  §  6,  or>  shortly,  D  23,  3,  5,  6,  z>.,  Digest.

'  The  Novels,  or  New  Constitutions,  are  explanatory  of  the  Code.  The 
greatest  part  of  these  Novels  was  composed  in  Greek,  owing  to  the  seat  of 
empire  being  then  in  Constantinople.  Some,  how^ever,  w'ere  published  in  Latin, 
and  have  been  noticed  by  Antonius  Augustinus.  There  are  four  translations  of 
the  Novels.  The  Novels  are  quoted  by  their  respected  numbers,  chapters,  and 
paragraphs,  e.g.^  Nov.  89,  c.
